LONGEVITY. 

There died in 1802, in Bristol, Pennsy!- 
vania, a necre woman named Alice, aged 
116 vears. She was born in Philadelphia, 
where she lived until she was 10 years 
old, when she removed to Dunks’ oot! 
and resided in that vicinity until her death. 
She sessed a very retentive memory, 
an’! could relate many occurrences which 
took place in her childhood. She remem- 
bered seeing trees and bushes covering the 
ground where Phiiadelphia now stands, 
acd Indians and wild beasts haunting 





the place which afterwards she lived to 


> o 





see the busy scene of civilization and 
commerce. She recollected William Penn, 
James Logan, Thomas Story, and other} 
worthies of that day. She visited the city! 
in 1801, and observing its rapid growth, 
among other things, she pointed out te) 
old house, next south of Christ Church, as 
the first brick building which was built in 
Second street. There was a low frame 
building, she said, where the present Christ 
Church now stands. She was of a reli- 
gious turn of mind, and though she could 
not read, she took great delight in hearing 
others read the Bisle. Her love of truth 
was so great, that it was said her veracity 
was never questioned. She was also pro- 
verbially honest—and tery industrious, as 
long as her facaltses remained unimpaired 
by age. Her sight began to fail at the age 
of 96, and at 100 she became blind, so 
that she could net even «eer the sun at 
noon day. Being under these eircumstan- 
ces excused fram labor, te avoid idleness 
she would frequently take > boat and row 
into the middle of the Delaware, from 
whence she seldom returned without a 
handsome supply of fi<h for her master’s 
table. Before she died, it is said, her 
sight so far returned as to enable her to 
distinguish objects. Her hair became per- 
fectly white, and the last of her teeth 
dropt sound from her head at the age of 
116. There is in De Lafond’s Dictionary, 
from which this account is extracted, an 
engraved likeness of her. 

Old Henry Jenkins, the Methusalsh of 
the 17th century, lived to the age of 169 
vears. He remembered the Battle of Flod- 
denfield, whither he had been sent wher 
only ten years old, with a horse loaded 
with arrows. Hle remembered Henry the 
VIEL. Born when popery was established 
by law, he saw the same system of religion 
abolished ‘—two Queens beheaded !—the 
Protestant religion establi-hed—and pope- 
ry again re-establisiied. In his time, the 
King of Spain was crowned king of Eng- 
land—a third Queen brought to the block 
-—the protestant religion again set up 
upon the ruins of pepery. In his time the 
king of Scotland was crowned at West- 
minster—his son and successor beheaded 
before the gates of his own palace— he 
government overtarned—the royal family 
proscribed as traitors, and finally again 
restored to the throne. He died in 1670,

DREADFUL SHIPWRECK. 

Landon, Now. 26—TVie brig George, captain 
Joho MAlpin, sailed from Quebec with a cargo 
ot umber, é., Greenock, on the 12th of September 
lust, with a crew consisting of nine persons, be- 
sules three passengers. Early in the morning of 
the Och of Qetober, she was ove Laken by a viclent 
storm, which continued without mitermission dur- 
ing the day; towards sunset the gale increased, 
and the vessel became quite unmanageable, At 
2 o'clock the following morning, a tremendous 
sea broke over her, and swept away three of her 
best hands, with the companion binnacle, a cable 
and boom, and greatly damaged the hull, all 
hands were then called to pump, but only three 
were able to render any assistance, At 6 o'clock, 
they found the vesselto be water logged—nothing 
then remained but to endeavor to gain the main4op, 
which with immense difficulty they accomplished, 
carrying with them one bag of bread, about eight 
pounds of cheese, two dozen of wine, with a small 
quantity of brandy and rum. Before they had 
time to secure themselves in their perilous situa- 
tion, the vessel fell on her beam ends; but within 
half'an hour the hatches blew up, and she again 
righted, ‘Theiw ecanty stores were now examined, 
when, to their utter dismay, all had been washed 
away except the bug of bread. At this period a 
cistressing scene occurred in the midst of their af- 
flictions ; one of the passengers had bis wife on 
board, and a child 15 months old, which he carried 
in hisarms; the infant however he was compelled 
to abandon to the merciless waves, in the view of 
ue distracted mother '—The mainsail was now let 
down to screen them from the severity of the 
weather, which continucd tempestuous until Fri- 
day the 11ch, when they were able once more to go 
upon the deck. Their thirst had now become ex- 
cessive, and nothing but salt water to be procur- 
ed. Having found the carpenter's axe, they cut 
a hole in the deck near to where @ water cask had 
been stove, and nothing was to be found either 
for support or convenience, but an empty pump 
can, which they carried with them to the main-top 
Phis nyght the female passenger became insensible, 
and next day, Saturday the 12th, she died. This 
poor woman, whose name was Joice Rac, came 
with ber husband from between Belfast and Larne, 
in Ireland ‘The unhappy survivors were now re- 
duced by raging thirst, to support nature by suck- 
ing the blood of their deceased companion, and 
shocking to relate, the miserable husband was ne- 
cessittated to partake of the unnatural and horrid 
beverage. Their sufferings, however, met with 
hiithe allay from this temporary but dreadful relief; 
they were now assailed by the most acute and un- 
yovernable hunger; and to preserve existence 
were compelled to distribute the flesh of the de- 
ceased among the famushing survivors! While in 
the very acme of their sufferings a ship hove in 
view, but thi joyful sight was of short duration, 
for it being nearly. dark they remained unperceiv- 
ect by the vessel, which continued ber own course 
and was soon out of their sight.

_ The execution of William Gross took place yes- 
terday morning, between 11 and 12 o'clock, in 
the public lot on which Lieut. Smith was execut- 
ed. A large procession of spectators followed 
the prisoner from the gaol to the fatal spet. Le 
was on foot, and walked with a firm step, appa- 
rently resigned to his awful fate. We have been 
favoured by a respected friend, with the follow- 
ing letter which Gross sent to his mother on 
Thursday last —Its authenticity may be relied on. 

Philadelphia Prison, Feb. 6, 1822. 

My Dear Mother—I address you from 
within the gloomy walls of a solitary cell, 
and on the verge of eternity—and bless 
God [am happy. The time of my depar- 
ture is at hand, which I trust, through the 
inerits of a crucified Redeemer, will land 
my soul en the shore of everlasting blessed- 
ness. My situation gives you pain I knew. 
It is a solemn situation I am sensible of— 
when [reflect upon it, | am convinced that 
it was sinming against ajust and merciful 
God, that brought me to this awful situa- 
tion and to suffer the ignominious death 
whereof I am about to suffer. 

Death considered in any light is a very 
solemn and awful scene, and particularly 
to those who have not an interest in the 
righteous merits of a crucified Redeemer 
—Adored be his holy name! I think 
through his long suffering and tender mer- 
cies towards me that I have so much in- 
terest in his merits, (as | have no merit of 
mine to plead) that death has no terrors to 
me. I have viewed its paleness and all 
the circumstances of horror that attend it. 
I dare look it in the face in its most ghast- 
ly shape, and still hope through the strength 
of my Redeemer, in a few hours to have 
the victory over it. 

Dear Mother, weep not for me; I deserve 
not your tears—my ingratitude grieves me 
to the heart when I think of the ungrateful 
return Ihave given you for all your kind- 
ness and affectionate treatment to me in 
I have but a few hours 
to live, and can make you no recompense— 
but I trust that, that God who has shown so 
much mercy for me will reward you. Do 
I beseech you look to him, for he is the 
fountain from whicd all blessings flow. 

Remember me ta all my acquaintance— 
fell them it is my best request to them that 
they will seek the Ford while he may be 
found, and call upon him while he is nigh. 
I must now bid you a fina) adieu in this 
world, cherishing a fond hope that we shall! 
meet again, where the mourners cease from 
mourning and the weary are at rest.
